and that if the crushed bone had been 
lifted the lacerations were so severe 
that death could not have been pre- 
vented in any event.

He found a soft spot on ba.-e of brain 
ou left aide, half inch back of ear; it 
was about an inch and a half long and 
from one to one and :t hall inches wide. 
The skin was not broken. Tnere was 
very little swelling and no discolora- 
tion. There was a slight abrasion of 
the skin on nose. On the riirht hand 
there was a bruise, la describing the 
wound back of the era- he said" there 
was no bone under the skin and when 
pressed would give away. 


Dr. Henry Stewart, at one time cor- 


oner of county, said he <aw Howard 
Miller about l).:;o on evening of his 
death, that he found back oi left ear 
marks of violence, some swell ing. blood 
outside of its proper vessels in an area 
of from two to three inches. The im- 
pression conveyed by the examination 
of the skull brought the conclusion 
that there was a fracture.

bleeding at nose, ears and vomiting 
are a groop of symptoms in a case of 
the kind that cau point to but one 
thing, fracture of base of skull, the 
reasonable result of which is death.
